No compositions of the essential features of the panel (e.g. glass 
sheet, interlayer) are claimed, e.g. no glass composition and the

" PVB- or EVA-based material" but it is not known what would be the rest 
of said material . 

The claims cover all products having said characteristic or property, 
whereas the application provides support within the meaning of Article 
84 EPC and/or disclosure within the meaning of Artilce 83 EPC for only a 
very limited number of such products. In the present case , claims so 
lack support, and the application so lacks disclosure, that a mealngful 
search over the whole of the claimed scope 1s Impossible. 
Independent of the above reasoning, the claims also lack clarity
